ing to his official duties. 
Failure to maintain a quorum not­ 
withstanding the urgent necessity of 
prompt consideration of matters of 
the utmost importance having to do 
with unsettled conditions due to the 
European war led the

and adopt drastic steps to keep the 
members in Washington.

BATTLE SCARRED 


PART OFGERMANY 


Route of French invaders Has 
Seen Many Battles. 


TOWNS OFTEN LAID WASTE. 


Place* on the Road to Colmar, Capital 
af Upper Alsace. Have Been Rebuilt 
Time and A g a i n — 
Strategical and In ­ 
dustrial Importance of Mualhausan* 


Seat of Local Govornment. 


The lim* of the French advance into 
southern Germany is through a war 
dear red, war ravaged part of central 
Europe. 
In every mile of their march 
they are in sight of a hilltop crowned 
by a castle that once commanded a 
strategic point, but that in frontier 
wars waged by French, German. Aus­ 
trian or Swiss was fought over, burned 
and destroyed until today only a pile 
of ruins marks tile spot where it stood. 
Alt Breiaach, which lies on their 
right on tin* march to Colmar and 
which toils a groat basaltic rock that 
rises 260 feet from the Rhine, formerly 
was the key to southern Germany aud 
to the land which tlu*se troops set out 
to conquer. Their forefathers dostioy 
ed it in the last century, and new de­ 
limitations of territory and modern 
means of defense relegated this fa­ 
mous old fortress to the scrap heap, 
aud Neu Rreisaeh, Muelhausen, Col­ 
mar and Belfort, which it once pro­ 
tected, have now become military cen­ 
ters and points of strategic importance. 
In their advance they passed through 
two valleys. 
They went from Bel­ 
fort through tin* valley of u small trib­ 
utary of tie* Savoureuse in the protec­ 
tion of tlieir own outer defense and 
then, crossing into Germany, follow’ed 
a tributary of the 111 to Altkirch. I' rom 
there they passed northward along the 
valley of 111. 
The small villages along 
tin* way had all suffered much tis had 
the old defenses. 
Most ot them at 
some time in their history had been the 
scenes of bitterly contested battles and 
had been so often rebuilt that tew of 
them stand on their original sites 
Built on a Single Street.
